David Hill (13 Dec 98) "2) Bulls Eye" 


On Friday night (the start of Sabbath), | gave a friend a ride home, and on my way back to my 
place, | was talking with Abba. He asked me what | wanted to study tonight, and | said that | 
wanted Him to confirm to me the timing of the Rapture. 


So He said in that still small voice, "Alright, this is what | am going to do. | will take one word, 
and confirm the timing of the Rapture." 


And | said, "Ah, ok one word. Ah, What do you want me to do?" 

And He said, "Well, just take one book of the Bible that you don't know very well and read it." 

| said, "Ok." 

So, when | got home, | got my Bible out and went to the index. | looked at the list of books in the 
Bible, and | knew immediately what book it was going to be. | read through the entire list to 
make sure, but | already knew. You see, up until now, the book of the Bible that | liked the least, 
was the Book of Lamentations. There is no prophecy in it, and it is a depressing book. | usually 


avoid it. 


So, | started reading it, and when | came to a word that looked interesting to me, | underlined it. 
| went through the whole book, and said, "Ok, now what?" 


He answered, "Well, look through those words and see what you think." 

So, | start looking through them, and | would say "What about this one?" And He would say, 
"Yeah, write it down", or "no don't." And some of them | wrote down cause they looked 
interesting. So, between the two of us we narrowed it down to ten words out of about 30. 

Then | studied the words for a little bit, and they all kinda seemed to go together, except one. 
So, | said, "What about this one?" and He answered, "Yeah, lets look at it." The word was gravel 
(3:16). As far as | could tell, it had nothing to do with the Rapture, and | had never studied it 


before, so it didn't look too promising. 


| looked it up in Strongs, and there were three listings (Prov 20:17, Is 48:19). | read the verses, 
but couldn't see any connection to the Rapture. 


About that time | took a coffee break. | went outside and said, "I don't really see how these apply 
to the timing of the Rapture." 


And He said, "Look up the definition. You will find that there is one more instance where this 
word is used." 


He then asked me if | believed him, and | said yes. 


So, | looked up the word in a Lexicon that is keyed to Strongs concordance, and BOOM there it 
was. 


The word appears in Psalms 77:17, translated as ARROW by the KJV. | looked up the verse 
and would have fallen down, if | hadn't already been sitting. 


The clouds poured out water 
The skies sent out a sound 
Your arrows also went abroad 
The voice of thy thunder was in the heaven 
The lightnings lightened the world 
The earth trembled and shook... 


The realization ‘enlightened’ me, that this was specifically referring to the Rapture! When these 
living stones become Glorified, and go screaming outta here at the speed of light, it will look just 
like lighting. 
When the tombs are opened up, it will cause the earth to quake and tremble! 
This verse is describing the Rapture. This is the only place in the Bible where the word gravel is 
specifically used for an arrow. The piece of gravel would be the arrowhead. There are other 
words for arrow in reference to God's lighting, but these are the only arrows tipped with a stone. 
Then the whole end time scenario started unfolding before me as | studied this verse. You would 
not believe all of the things. It is like a tree, where each branch bears fruit. | looked up ‘lightened’ 
and found many verses. One of which is used in Ezra chapter 9:8, concerning SEPARATION of 
PRIESTS from the foreigners, which separation begins in the tenth month. Here was an 
inadvertent confirmation of Esther's Ascension. 
The more | studied, the more there was. 
A man's WISDOM causes his face to SHINE...BOOM 
Wisdom has built her house, she has hewn out her seven PILLARS...BOOM 


He that overcometh will | make a Pillar in the temple of my God, and he shall go no more out 
and | will write on him the NAME of my God...BOOM 


"And when the QUEEN of Sheba heard of the fame of Solomon concerning the Name of the 
LORD...BOOM 


And the angel of the Lord spoke unto PHILIP...eunuch...Queen of the Ethiopians...Lover of 
HORSES...BOOM 


Hast thou given the Horse strength...the QUIVER rattleth against him...BOOM 


As arrows are in the hand of a mighty man, so are children of the youth, happy is the man that 
hath his Quiver full of them... 


You see, one of the authors used 'ben' for an arrow. Ben means son. | thought of the last verse 
above. Don't you see. On the Rapture, we become God's Arrows - The Sons of God. 


And this ties into what Paul says, that all of creation groans in earnest expectation for the Sons 
of God to be revealed (paraphrase). 


And that ties in to Rev 5:13, "And every creature which is in heaven, and on the earth, and 
under the earth, and such as are in the sea, and all that are in them, heard | saying, blessing, 
and honor, and glory ,and power, be unto him that sitteth upon the throne, and unto the Lamb 
for ever and ever." 


And this ties into Ps 45:15, "With gladness and rejoicing shall they be brought: they shall enter 
into the king's palace." 


And it just keeps going and going. | was up way past four in the morning. 


Everywhere | looked, it was unbelievable. | started writing down all the topics that kept popping 
up over and over. 


There were so many, that | began to see Subject Headings for them. | will include these in a 
separate post, along with some of the main passages of scripture in which many of these 
subjects occur together. 


It is getting late again, so | will probably type it up tomorrow, and send it out. | will also try and 
send out several more confirmations for the tenth month.
